Over the years we have introduced or 
co-introduced many of the best gladiolus 
of the periods involved. Such as Greta 
Garbo, Rosa van Lima, Flying Fortress, 
Tunia’s Mahomet, Tivoli, Strathnaver, 
Ravel, Salman’s Glory, Morning Kiss, 
Circe, Prof. Goudriaan, Aristocrat, Poly- 
nesie, Catherine Beath, New York, Sans 
Souci, Pennant, Leif Ericsson, Regina, 
King Size, Miss Holland, A. B. Coutts, 
Rosalind, Boldface, Mid-America, Luxury, 
Polar Cub and many others. 


During the last six years the Ohio 
Gladiolus Society has sponsored the test- 
ing program, involving the largest num- 
ber of named, new varieties, in North 
America. The first three years at nearby 
Valleevue Farm of Western Reserve 


University, the last three years here on 
our farm, with a duplicate planting in 
Vermont, with Tom Manley continuing as 
Supervisor. Only (1) the continuing con- 
fidence of the hybridizers in the judge- 
ment and integrity of the personnel 
involved, (2) the reasonably dependable 
accuracy of the data relating to the va- 
rieties reported out and (3) the continu- 
ing absorption of costs by sponsoring 
organizations and individuals can keep 
the testing program alive. The Report 
of the 1954 testing program begins on 
page 4. 


We do not issue a fall list and we do 
not solicit “pre-catalog” orders. Most of 
them require later revision because of 
abandoned varieties and price reductions. 
We do recommend that you place your 
order soon after receipt of this Guidebook 
to avoid, in so far as it is possible, the 
disappointment of sold out items. 


We are most generous with our extra 
bulb count or sampling of other varieties.

Our current year introductions (readily 
identified by a Star %) are priced “easy 
on the pocketbook.” 


A variety has around thirty different 
characteristics to consider, relating to 
form, color, size, height, strength, sub- 
stance, season, bulb health, propaga- 
tion, etc. No cataloger can spare the 
time and space to describe them all, 
but we can and do report a glad’s most 
interesting features and you may defi- 
nitely assume, in the absence of specific 
mention of some undesirable traits, to the 
best of our knowledge and belief, the 
traits or habits not specifically mentioned 
are above the “satisfactory” level. 


When you note a Commercial “A” 
rating reported in this Guidebook, you 
may rest assured that, under normal 
growing conditions the variety will have 
a good stem, good flowerhead, passable 
to superior color, good propagation, good 
bud separation, good access to cutting 
and ability to open well in water from 
spikes cut with but little bud color. 


Kindly bear these things in mind as you 
read our abbreviated variety descriptions.

TRIALS 1954 


OHIO STATE GLADIOLUS SOCIETY 


This report is the 12th year of Gladi- 
olus testing under the supervision of 
Thomas R. Manley, Horticulturist: Four 
at Morris Park, Fairmont, W. Va., two 
at Oglebay Park, Wheeling, W. Va., 
three at Valleevue, Chagrin Falls, Ohio 
under the sponsorship of Western Reserve 
University and the Garden Center of 
Greater Cleveland, providing the neces- 
sary land, labor, materials and publica- 
tion, with the state Gladiolus society 
providing 14 Gladiolus judges (Mr. Man- 
ley, Supervisor), the last three years 
directly under the sponsorship of the Ohio 
State Gladiolus Society. 


The Gladiolus division trials have been 
continued as stated in 1952-53-54 by the 
Ohio society, with the same group of 
judges, several of whom journey to Bur- 
lington, Vt. to study Mr. Manley’s plant- 
ing of 6 or more bulbs of each item being 
tested. Likewise, Mr. Manley comes to 
study the duplicate planting of the items 
at the H. O. Evans farm, Solon, Ohio 
and the small flowered sorts being grown 
by James Sebesy, Ohio society president, 
at nearby Aurora. 


In 1954 weather conditions were cool 
and exceedingly moist in Vermont caus- 


ing rapid growth with long flowerheads. 
Suceptibility to disease yarticularly Bo- 
trytis was evident, many varieties show- 
ing rapid deterioration of foliage due to 
it. Corm rot was very much in evidence 
also. Irrigation was not necessary as 
rains were frequent and precipitation 
was ample. 


Ohio and the midwest experienced long 
periods of drought with high tempera- 
tures making irrigation necessary. Be- 
cause of the extreme variations between 
growing conditions in Vermont and Ohio, 
good opportunity was had to ascertain 
information on substance (wilting, burn- 
ing, peeling and crooking) and suscepti- 
bility to Botrytis. 

The testing program has had the sup- 
port of gladiolus hybridizers throughout 
the world with a record breaking number 
of entries from Holland.

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COLOR AND SIZE CLASSIFICATION 


The color separations as adopted by 
the North American Gladiolus Council 
in 1946 was last revised in 1952. 


This is our 10th year as member of 
the National Classification Committee. 
So we brief them here because it will 
enable you to make judicious use of our 
method of cataloging varieties in 
their own color groups where the variety 
descriptions and prices may be readily 
compared. Ever since our first catalog 
in 1929 we have done so and the trend 
in this direction is increasing. 


This brief will also give you a rather 
complete understanding of any gladiolus 
show you may visit in the U. S. 


SIZES 
Giant 500 series 5% inches and up 
Large 400 series 4% to5% 
Medium 300 series 3% to 4% 
Small 200 series 2% to 3% 
Miniature 100 series under 2% 


Thus the first digit of the 8 digit 
number indicates the size range of the 
floret of the gladiolus in question. 


SIZE OF BULB TO BUY 


If economy be the aim, do not rely on 
small bulbs to give wholly satisfactory 
blooms. The small bulbs will all bloom 
but medium bulbs amost always give far 
better than “medium” sized spikes of the 
given variety. Our descriptions usually 
indicate whether or not the variety is an 
exceptionally fine producer of blooms 
from the smaller sizes. 


Commercially, bulbs are graded into 
6 sizes. Size 6 is under % inch diameter 
and other sizes range up to every 14 inch, 
the number 1 bulb being 1% inch up. 
Catalogs commonly offer bulbs as L 
(large) (sizes 1 and 2) (1% inch up); 
M (medium) (sizes 3 and 4) (% to 1% 
inch); S (small) (sizes 5 and 6) (% to 
%, inch) and Blts. (bulblets, the little 
hard shelled cormels which cling at the 
roots of the bulb). 


COLOR SEPARATIONS 


These are the 2nd and 38rd digits of 
the 3 digit numbers. The first of these 
represents the color group. The second 
denotes the depth of color within the 
group. If the color is without conspicuous 
marking this last number will be even. 
If the color has conspicuous marking the 
next higher odd number will be used. The 
color variations refer to the revised 
Fischer Color Chart.

DELIVERY of orders from GENERAL 
PRICE LIST prepaid in U. S. and Canada, 
normally beginning early March, when 
postal shipments of perishables become 
safe. Deliveries requested before that 
time may be made by express, transpor- 
tation charges collect, at our option, 
governed largely by weather and package 
size.

Bulblet and seed germination are not 
guaranteed. 

No substitutions will be made. 


Orders received until planting but sub- 
ject to stock being unsold. To get proper 
progagation of new sorts, it does not 
pay us to hold for further sale bulbs and 
blts priced only per each beyond May 1st. 
Order early. Our selling season is very 
short. Remember we deal in many items 
in negligible U. S. supply. In some 
instances we have the only American 
grown stocks on the continent and late 
buyers of such items may have to be 
satisfied with “sold out” information and 
refund of their cash.
